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Seawall repair bid opening 


set for April 2 in Belleville

The second bid opening for repairs 
to the deteriorating seawall at Doane’s 
Landing park has been set for April 2 at the 
Belleville City Council meeting. 

At Monday’s regular council meeting, 
Building Official Rick Rutherford reported 
that he had a Friday meeting with “new and 
trusted contractors” and was encouraged. 
He said the city is working with six possible 
contractors and set the bid opening date. 

“I hope we get a response,” he said 
referring to the Nov. 27 bid opening 
that had only one bidder with what was 
considered a high bid. 

He said he has shared the contractors’ bid 
list with the condominiums next door to 
the park. He said it would be good for the 
same contractor to work on the adjoining 
projects. 

Rutherford said he hopes to get some better 
bids. He said he gave more information to 
the proposed contractors and encouraged 
them to bid. 

He said he is really looking forward to 
these bids and, “I felt blown off last time 
by people who didn’t respond or ask 
questions.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the Central Business 
Community’s Flop-E-Bunny Candy Hunt 
at noon on Saturday, March 31, at Victory 
Park. Also at the park will be the CAF5 
selling food and the Kiwanis Club; 

e Approved the Belleville Area Chamber 
of Commerce’s Lakeside Strawberry 5K 
Run/Walk and 1K Fun Run at 8:45 a.m., 
Saturday June 16. Plans call for parking by 
the high school football field with stickers. 
High Street and a portion of Main will be 
closed for the event; 

e Approved the annual Knights of 
Columbus Tootsie Roll Drive at Five 
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Points March 23-25, from 3-7 p.m. on 
Friday, and noon to 7 p.m. on Saturday 
and Sunday. This is the week end of the 
Robotics competition at the high school; 

e Approved the Memorial Day service 
at the Veterans Memorial on High Street at 
1 p.m., May 28, put on by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars 4434 and Polish League of 
American Veterans 167. There will be no 
Rolling Thunder this year. Brown Funeral 
Home will provide hot dogs and Grace 
Baptist Church will provide chairs; 

e Approved the VFW 4434/PLAV 167 
Buddy Poppy Sales on May 10, 11, and 12 
at various locations on Main Street from 5 
a.m. to 7 p.m. This provides 60-70% of the 
income for the veterans’ groups. The funds 
are to be returned to worthy causes in the 
community and not used for post expenses; 

e Approved closing High Street from 7 
to 9 p.m. for the ninth season of Music 
Lakeside concerts. Dates are June 21, June 
28, July 5, July 12, July 19, July 26, Aug. 
2, Aug. 9, Aug. 16, and Aug. 23. On Aug. 
16 it will be run in cooperation with Taste 
of Belleville, with the street closing at 4 
p.m. Ken Voigt who represented Music 
Lakeside did not announce any artists who 
will be performing. He asked about the five 
banners for the concerts that they want to 
hang in Horizon Park and City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer said they have to have 
some discussion on that; 

e Approved accounts payable of $81,244, 
and the following purchases in excess 
of $500: to Mueller Systems, $800 for 
MTU purchase for meters, Water Dept.; to 
Farmer & Underwood Trucking, $793.60 
for sand and gravel for a water main 
break, Water Dept.; to Wise Technologies, 
$611.24 for computers / networks for 
various departments; 

e Heard Bill Wolters report that there are 
40 registered teams coming for the Robotics

He said while the city could put the 
public art wherever it liked, where it is now 
is a good place as it welcomes people to the 
city with an uplifting symbol.

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Supervisor McNamara tries to shut Trustee Frazier up at meeting

After Van Buren Township Trustee Sherry 
Frazier referred to a director going out of 
state for a conference 
and how the board’s 
© travel policy is yet to 
j be addressed, township 
q Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara became 
unspooled and verbally 
attacked Frazier. 

This was during 

McNamara Monday’s work/study 
session with only one item on the agenda: 
A proposal for the township to enter into 
opioid litigation that already has 200 
municipalities participating. 

Before the discussion on the litigation, 
Supervisor McNamara answered Trustee 
Reggie Miller’s question about the Iron 
Belle Trail, which was supposed to be 
voted on at Tuesday’s meeting. 

“There are a lot more moving parts than 
we had planned for,’ McNamara said. “We 
can offer options for what we can do now.” 

He said they still have the same five 
options and the same ones removed 
because they’ve been told the trail can’t 
cross railroad tracks. So, they are down to 
two options, he said. 

He said there are some issues with 
Sandy’s Marina that they didn’t anticipate 
before. 

McNamara said Parks and Recreation 
Director Jennifer Wright could write two 
or three grant applications and then the 
right one can be submitted by the April 
1 deadline for the DNR grant they are 
seeking for the trail. 

“Does Sandy’s allow people to park on 
the state right of way?” asked Trustee Paul 
White. 

McNamara said no, that Sandy’s has 
access. 

“We don’t want to be responsible 
for someone going out of business,” 
McNamara said, referring to the original 
plans that would block off with curbing an 
area now used by Sandy’s for parking. 


“We’re not voting on it tomorrow,” 
McNamara said of Tuesday’s meeting. 
“Too many people think we can cross the 
railroad tracks because they’ve done it up 
north.” 

He said the railroad has already told the 
township it can’t cross the tracks with the 
trail, but engineers are double-checking. 

“The biggest issue is Sandy’s parking,” 
Trustee White said, and McNamara said 
there are 100 spots. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the board is 
not following the agenda, which was a 
discussion on the litigation, not the trail. 

Trustee Frazier said she was concerned 
because only one item was on the work/ 
study agenda and they’ve been waiting for 
the travel policy to be discussed. 

That’s when Frazier mentioned a director, 
obviously Clerk Wright, going out of state 
for another conference. He went to Canada 
last year and plans to go to Virginia with 
his deputy clerk this year. 

McNamara said the three full-time 
electeds “made the call” for the out-of- 
state travel. The three are Supervisor 
McNamara, Treasurer Sharry Budd, and 
Clerk Wright. 

“There’s really no reason for us to have 
trustees,” Frazier said. “As Mr. Marshall 
said, there’s really no reason for trustees 

CeJay Marshall called out that Frazier 
was a liar and he never said that. 

“I’m getting tired of hearing you,” an 
angry McNamara said to Frazier. “I’m 
calling for a five-minute recess ... I'm 
losing control...” Then he walked out of 
the meeting room. 

“It’s a waste of time to have only one 
item on the agenda,” Frazier continued. 

“T tried to get ahold of him [McNamara] 
on Friday [to discuss the trail], and I 
couldn’t. And tried to get ahold of you 
[Frazier] and I couldn’t,” Miller said. 

McNamara returned to the meeting room 
and the meeting resumed. 

“I am an equal board member here,” 
Frazier said to McNamara. “You will not 
control what questions I ask and how I ask 


them.” 

McNamara said Frazier’s questions are 
always off the mark and they are rude. 

“You interrupt every single member of 
the board ... I’m tired of it,’ McNamara 
said. 

“You are a bully!” she said to McNamara. 

“You are the biggest bully on the board,” 
he replied. 

Trustee White said work/study sessions 
are for open discussion and Trustee Frazier 
is correct. 

McNamara grumbled that White would 
support Frazier. 

“You have four votes and you can do 
any damn thing you want, but we should be 
able to ask questions,” White said. 

He said the trustees are responsible for 
using every penny of the residents’ tax 
dollars appropriately. 

“Every time we spend a penny, every 
member has a right to question it,” White 
said. 

“I had no clue about Sandy’s being a 
problem and I'll drive by and look at it,” 
White said, but he didn’t know exactly 
what to look for. 

McNamara said he met with Sandy’s at 
1:30 that afternoon. 

“When have I ever, ever not given this 
board information when you ask for it?” 
McNamara asked. 

White said he didn’t think 100 cars could 
be parked along the water at Sandy’s and 
McNamara said that’s what they say. 

“We have to choose what the fix is as a 
board,” McNamara said. 

Miller asked why the Iron Belle wasn’t 
on the agenda because the township will be 
spending a significant amount of money. 

“Residents want to be a part of it [the 
discussion],” McNamara said, adding it 
should be discussed on Tuesday when they 
are present. 

McNamara then said he had learned about 
a 1995 land swap between the township 
and Sandy’s. He said the township traded 
land along Sandy’s for land Sandy’s owned 
by French Landing Dam 

After a lengthy discussion on opioid 


litigation, Frazier said the litigation is “still 
about money” but it is a political issue. She 
said the pharmaceutical companies control 
politics in the U.S. She said the federal 
government says they M 

are going to work on it, A 
but they won’t. 

“I can’t believe I side 
with Trustee Frazier,” 
McNamara said. 

“That’s rude,” Miller 


stated, adding he 
could have just said he 
agreed. Frazier 


McNamara said the board members will 
discuss the proposed litigation among 
themselves. The issue was going to be on 
the Tuesday agenda, but was removed. 

White said the board’s attorney Patrick 
McCauley should look at an updated 
version of the proposal. 

But Frazier said, the board’s decision can’t 
be based on McCauley’s recommendation 
since he’s an attorney. A successful case 
would make a lot of money for the lawyers. 

At the end of the work/study session, 
Frazier said she would like an apology 
from McNamara and he said he was sorry. 

“I said I agreed with you,” he said. “Very 
few people make me so upset.” 

Miller made a motion to adjourn and 
Frazier said to McNamara, “You’ll be 
sorry, Supervisor McNamara. You’ll be 
sorry.” 

“I’m sorry I lost my cool,’ McNamara 
said. 

After the meeting, Frazier said she had 
received a letter from McNamara the day 
before saying Clerk Wright complained 
that Frazier hit him. 

Frazier said Wright was walking in front 
of her and stopped abruptly and turned 
and was right in her face. She pushed his 
shoulder to get him back. In stepping back, 
she stepped into Miller, who agreed that 
was what happened. 

“I knew it was more than what it 
appeared,” Miller said of the meeting. 


Sumpter warns blight ordinance enforcement picks up in spring

The enforcement of the township blight 
ordinance picks up in the spring, Sumpter 
Township attorney Rob Young told the 
public at the Feb. 27 meeting of the 
township board. 

He said the goal is compliance and the 
township will waive fines and costs and 
dismiss the blight case if the problem is 
taken care of. 

Jay Bardell complained about a blighted 


barn on the corner of Judd and Wilmot that 
has been falling down for ten years. When 
Young asked if he had reported it to the 
ordinance officer, Bardell said it had been 
reported. 
Young abruptly asked if there had been 
a complaint to the ordinance department 
and ordinance officer Peter Gregory and 
Bardell said he only found out two weeks 
ago about the pet dogs being killed by 
coyotes living in that barn. 
“You need to call the ordinance 


department,” Young said sharply and when 
Bardell asked for the number, Young said 
he didn’t have it. 

Police Chief Eric Luke said if anyone with 
a complaint calls the police department at 
461-4833, Gregory will get the message. 

In other business at the Feb. 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory of 
Sybil Buchanan who died Feb. 22. She had 
worked for the township for 23 years; 

e Approved, on a 5-2 vote, Resolution 


2018-07 that officially opts out of the 
Michigan Medical Marijuana Facilities 
Licensing Act. This will be sent on to the 
state as the township’s decision. Voting no 
were Treasurer Peggy Morgan and Trustee 
Sheena Barnes; 

e Set a public hearing for 6 p.m., March 
27, on the 2018-19 budget; 

e Approved a contract with Toshiba for a 
48-month lease on anew eSTUDIO 5008A 
copy machine. Service with Toshiba will

VBT approves 
‘Option Zero’ 

for Iron Belle Trail 


There were five options proposed for the 
route of the state Iron Belle Trail hiking/ 
biking link through Van Buren Township, 
but on Tuesday the VBT Board of Trustees 
approved a sixth option: Option Zero. 

About 25 people were present for a public 
hearing on the proposed trail route and 
several were against the board’s favorite: 
Option One. That link went from Lower 
Huron Metropark, north on Haggerty to the 
old Edison Lake Road and over the Huron 
River on an old bridge, then along East 
Huron River Drive to Belleville. 

After discussion on the many concerns 
with this route, the board approved 
Option Zero, a new partial route that fit 
its budget. The board approved going out 
for a $300,000 DNR grant which would be 
matched by $100,000 from the township, 
for a trail segment from Edgemont Street 
in the city of Belleville to Riggs Park at 
Martinsville Road in VBT. 

This route will get the Iron Belle Trail 
link started in VBT with many options 
for the future when more government and 
private grants will be sought. 

About 10 people spoke, including Steve 
Ortner, who said a friend showed him last 
week’s Independent. He poked his finger 
at the front page and said that was his 
place and he had a deed for the roadway 
they planned to use as part of Option 1. A 
committee will be formed to recommend a 
future route to the board.

TRAINED 
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VBT Planners schedule March 14 
public hearing on Smith farm rezoning

A public hearing on March 14 will seek 
input on the plan to change the 75-acre 
Harold Smith farm, at 50015 Michigan 
Ave., in Denton from Low Density Single 
Family B zoning to Light Industrial Zoning 
on the township master plan map. 

At its regular meeting Feb. 28, the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission set 
the public hearing for its regular 7:30 p.m. 
session March 14. 

The township has just completed the 
required 42-day comment and review 
period for amendment of the Master Plan. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said he sent out 
information to 22 entities, including the 
planning commissions of Belleville and 
Sumpter, and none had any objection to the 
change. 

Only one replied. William DeGroot, 
financial analyst and planner for the Ann 
Arbor Area Transportation Authority / 
TheRide said his group had no objections 
or comments. 

“We do not operate service past Ridge 
Road in Washtenaw County and do not 
have the ability to extend our service past 
its current design,” he wrote. “Although 
we recognize that local land use policy 
decisions are solely the decision of the 


local municipality, we appreciate the 
opportunity to comment on land use issues 
at an early stage.” 

Last June, Ben Griffin of Dearborn wrote 
a letter to the township explaining what he 
wants to do with the property. 

He said the property currently consists 
of nine parcels and has been farmed by the 
same family for more than 100 years. All 
utilities -- sewer, water, gas, electric -- are 
in the right-of-way adjacent to the site. 

The land uses for the areas adjoining the 
subject property include: to the north is 
4,000 feet of frontage on Michigan Avenue 
(US-12), to the south is the active Norfolk 
Southern Rail line and General Motors 
Service Parts Operations (distribution 
center). To the east is the Denton Cemetery 
and single-family residential and to the 
west is Michigan Avenue (US-12). 

“The property is surrounded on three 
sides (north, south and west) by Michigan 
Avenue (US-12) and the Norfolk Southern 
Railroad,” he wrote. “We believe this 
makes the site non conducive for current 
residential development and that impacts on 
the established residential neighborhood to 
the east would be mitigated by the required 
residential protection (buffer zone).” 

He said he feels this is an appropriate
